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REYNOLDS WANTS RECOGNITION FOR NEW BROCKTON 


Garbage contractor questions council

The dark, rainy conditions Mon- 
day evening seemed to speed the 
New Brockton Town Council meet- 
jng along. 

It could have been that the mayor 
and members of the council wanted 
to return to the cozy warmth and 
dryness of their homes. In any event, 
the monthly meeting lasted less than 
thirty minutes. 

Royce Herrington, the present 
contractor handling garbage collec- 
tion in New Brockton, was at Mon- 
day’s meeting and asked to address 
the council. 

The council, in last month’s meet- 
ing after an executive session, voted 
to let the garbage collection contract 
out for bid. 

“More of a question than any- 
thing,” said Herrington. “I haven’t 
been officially notified that it’s not 
going to be renewed [garbage coliec- 
tion contract]. 

“I’m a little confused. It has ei- 
ther got to be our service or is it the 
fact that the town didn’t respond 
within the thirty days or is it my 
character or all of the above? 

“T read in the [news]paper about 
my character - because it would im- 
pact on my character, you had an ex- 
ecutive session.” 

He commented to the council that 
he would like to discuss that. 

Mayor Britt Lee responded, “Mr. 
Herrington I don’t think it would be 


just for us to comment on your char- 
acter,” 

Lee referred Herrington to the 
town’s lawyer, Joe Sawyer. “He 
knows what we discussed and all 
about the situation.” 

After several attempts by Her- 
rington to get members of the coun- 
cil to discuss the matter, Mayor Lee, 
and members of the council, again 
suggested that he discuss the matter 
with the town’s attorney. 

Herrington commented, “If we're 
not wanted here, we don’t need to be 
here. We thought we had good ser- 
vice. 

“TI go back to the time when the 
town couldn’t pay their bills and I al- 
lowed them to pay half their bill for 
a year.” 

Mayor Lee concluded the discus- 
sion commenting that the action tak- 
en by the council was based on ad- 
vice from the League of 
Municipalities and the town’s attor- 


ney. 

Rayfield Reynolds, of Elba, ad- 
dressed the council concerning em- 
phasizing New Brockton’s historical 
importance. 

“In 1930, New Brockton made 
the first number one peanut butter, 
and they have not gotten no recogni- 
tion,” said Reynolds. 

He told members of the council 
that he would donate $1,000 worth 
of items (Reynolds owns and oper- 
ates a well-known cabinet shop in 
Elba) to be auctioned off to raise 
funds to be used in the research and 


development of this historical event. 

Reynolds noted that he had men- 
tioned this to the previous adminis- 
tration; however, nothing was ever 
done. He also said that he presented 
newspaper clippings substantiating 
New Brockton’s claim to fame. 

“I would like to see New Brock- 
ton have a peanut butter monument,” 
said Reynolds. 

Mayor Lee, and members of the 
council, told Reynolds that if he 
would furnish them with the infor- 
mation that he has on the subject, 
they would look into the matter. 

The police report was give by the 
mayor. He noted the police depart- 
ment had answered 16 complaints, 
issued 7 traffic citations, and investi- 
gated | accident with no injuries. 

Lee reported that 9 dogs and |! 
pony had been picked wp by animal 
control personnel. Tle pony has 
been returned to its owner. There 
was no report from the rescue squad 
and fire department. 

Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 

***Anproved payment of the 
monthly bills totaling $24,830.25. 
Mayor Lee commented that the 
town’s income for the month was 
$29,073.66. 

*** Approved getting on the Inter- 
net at a monthly cost of $19.95 per 
month, 

***Reappointed R. P. Flowers to 
the New Brockton Water Board. 

***Larry Lewis was reappointed 
to the Recreation Board.

$157.3 million. 

Marilyn Marks, Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer, stated, “We 
are proud of the accomplishments 
and hard work by the Dorsey team 
that have returned the company to 
profitability. Many lessons were 
learned in the past two years as we 
struggled with a difficult market, 
poor industry-wide pricing and plant 
start up issues. During the last sever- 
al months, we refocused our efforts 
on the basics of efficiently manufac- 
turing superior equipment for our 
customers. We concentrated our ef- 
forts on the return to profitability 
rather than growth for the latter part 
of 1997, by improving plant opera- 


tions and pricing before increasing 
production. With good results from 
our effi::;, we made moderate in- 
creases in production earlier this 
month and plan more during the first 
half of 1998. We are confident that 
the excellent demand for transporta- 
tion equipment coupled with our im- 
proving manufacturing performance 
will allow us to again grow the com- 
pany in a profitable manner.”

The Alabama Department of 
Transportation is studying unsafe 
conditions on the Ballard Bridge 
over the Pea River on AL Hwy. 134.

The study by the highway depart- 
ment is being encouraged by State 
Senator Dwight Adams. 

“Four deaths occurred on 
Wednesday, January: 21, 1998, be- 
cause of the poor conditions of the 
bridge,” said Sen. Adams. “It is dan- 
gerous and needs repair so as to pre- 
vent any more unfortunate acci-

Sen. Adams met with the depart- 
ment of transportation director Jim- 
my Butts and the governor’s staff to 
express concerns.

Butts agreed to have a study of 


the bridge conducted by engineers 
and surveyors. The bridge will then 
be prioritized according to how un- 
safe it is. 

“I hope they understand how ur- 
gent this sitiuation is,” said Sen, Ad- 
ams. “I intend to see this through un- 
til it is completed. 

The investigated of the tragic ac- 
cident is being handled by the Ala- 
bama State Troopers, and no official 
cause of the accident has been re- 
leased at this time.

The typical homeowner shops 
for the lowest interest rates and pur- 
chases their home with a 30-year 
mortgage. 

The governor’s bond issue would 
permit the state to take advantage of 
the lowest interest rate in recent his- 
tory to build new, modern schools in 
order to eliminate portable class- 


oms. 
The debt for this construction will 
be paid over 20 years, but students 
will be able to use the buildings as 
soon as they are completed. 

“This proposal will make schools 
in Coffee County safer and better 
learning environments,” Gov. James

of over a quarter million dollars for 
the dishonesty of a Clinton Adminis- 
tration task force. 

On December 18, 1997, U.S, 
District Judge Royce C, Lamberth 
ordered the U.S. government to pay 
$285,864 for the misrepresentations 
of a health care reform task force 
headed by First Lady Hillary Clinton. 
The sanction was imposed, in the 
federal judge’s words, “for dishonest 
and reprehensible conduct” by the 
Justice Department and the White 
House. 

The federal judge went on to 
say that he was convinced that Ira 
Magaziner, Clinton's health care ad- 
visor, had deliberately misled him 
when Mr. Magaziner had testified 
that the health care task force was 
made up of only government em- 
ployees, hence not being subject to 
federal disclosure laws. 

Because of this dishonesty, 
Judge Lamberth and federal appeals 
court judges made rulings that al- 
lowed the task force to meetin secret. 

Had the group’s true member- 
ship been known, the task force and 
its working group would have been 
forced to comply with the Federal 
Advisory Committee Actand ordered

Making the Administration, Not Taxpayers, Pay 


to hold its meetings in public. The 
judge believed that Mr. Magaziner 
knew the health care task force mem- 
bership was made up of special inter- 
est groups, not just federal employ- 
ees, but chose not to inform the court. 

Conservatives have long sus- 
pected that the Clinton Administra- 
tion was not telling the truth about 
special interest groups being mem- 
bers of government task forces. 

For this very reason, Congress 
plans to vote on a Joint Resolution 
this week that expresses the sense of 
the House of Representatives that 
these sanctions should not be paid 
with taxpayer funds, It is inconceiy- 
able that the American taxpayer 
should pay for someone else’s dis- 
honesty. 

There are many ways the Ad- 
ministration could raise the money to 
cover the fine. U.S. Reps. J.D. 
Hayworth, R-AZ. and Phil English, 
R-PA., wrote to President Clinton 
suggesting he pay the sanction by 


voluntarily raising the money from . 


the special interest groups whose pres- 
ence on the task force triggered a 
violation of the law. 

The American taxpayer should 
not have to give up adime. It is time 
that government officials be held re- 
sponsible for their actions. As a 
matter of fact, simply paying a fine is 
not enough. 

It’s high time that we started 
putting in jail public officials who 
break the law and lie under oath. 
Placing these dishonest law breakers 
behind bars will do more to reform 
government than hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in fines.

The Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment (BLM) will conduct wild 
horse and burro adoption at the Cof- 
fee County Agriculture Center in 
New Brockton on Feb. 20-21. 

Times will be 7 a.m. - 5 p.m. on 
Friday, and 8 a.m. - noon Saturday. 

Approximately 100 wild horses 
from overgrazed western rangelands 
will be available to anyone who will 
agree to give them good homes. 

Price is $125 per animal, and ad- 
mission to the event is free. The 
horses may be viewed Friday from 
1:30 p.m. - 4:30 p.m. prior to the 
adoption. 

In addition there will be a wild 
horse education seminar at the Ag- 
riculture Center on Thursday, Feb. 
19, 4:30 - 5:30 p.m. 

Adopters are required to provide 
12x12 feet of adequate shelter and 
20x20 feet of corral space with stur- 
dy fencing 6 feet high (5 feet for 
burros). 

In order to transport the animal 
(s), adopters must have a solid con- 
structed horse trailer, preferably a 
stock trailer, with a covered top and 
side-swing back gates (drop ramps 
are not permitted), along with hal- 
ters and lead ropes. 

BLM contract crews sort, halter 
and load the animal(s) onto the 
adopter’s trailer. A mare and foal or 
two grown horses will NOT be load- 
ed in a two-horse trailer. 

Application forms may be ob- 
tained from the BLM Jackson Dis- 
trict Office, 411 Briarwood Drive, 
Suite 404, Jackson, Miss. 39206, or

THE FORGIVENESS OF SINS 


Some three thousand 
year ago, and about one 
thousand years before 
Christ, the Psalmist said: 


"If Thou, Lord, should- 
est mark iniquities, O Lord 
who shall stand? But there 
is forgiveness with Thee. ..” 
(Psa. 130:3,4). 

The Psalmist did not 
explain, however, upon 
what basis a just and holy 
God could forgive a guilty 
sinner. This was to be pro- 
claimed one thousand years 
later by the Apostle Paul, 
himself once “a blaspnem- 
er, and a persecutor and in- 
jurious”; the “chief” of sin- 
ners, but forgiven and saved 
by the infinite grace of God 
(I Tim. 1:13-15). 


Preaching Christ at An- 
tioch, in the province of 
Pisidia, Paul declared: 


"Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and breth- 
ren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the 
forgiveness of sins, and by 


him all that believe are jus 
tified from all things, from 
which ye could not be jus 
tified by the law of Moses” 
(Acts 13:38,39). 


But even this does not 
fully answer our question, 
for we must still ask: On 
what basis does God forgive 
sins through “this Man’? 
The answer is: on the basis 


of His payment for our sins 
on Calvary’s cross. Thus 
the Apostle wrote to the 
Romans, explaining how 
we may be... 


" 


. . . justified freely by 
His |God’s] grace, through 
the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus” (Rom. 3:24). 


Now,thankGod,through 
Christ’s finished work, 
there is not a sinner who 
needs to remain unforgiv- 
en, for: 


"In [Christ] we have re- 
demption, through His 
blood, the forgiveness of sins 
according to the riches of his 
grace” (Eph. 1:7).

Wildlife Management and Recreation 
is the subject of study in the first period 
Agri-Business class under the instruction 
of Mr. John McCrory. 

This week the class began research 
on the endangered species in Alabama. 
There are 87 species that are either 
threatened or endangered. Sixty-seven of 
these are animals while the other eight- 
een are plants, The animals on the en- 
dangered list include the wood stork, 
gray bat, West Indian manatee, Coosa 
moccasinshell, and Alabama beach 
mouse, 

Some of the plants that are en- 
dangered are pondberry, Alabama leath- 
er-flower, green pitcher-plant, and Gen- 
tian pinkroot, The class of 14 students 
searched the Internet for research paper 
information on the species of their 
choice. The most commonly known are 
the bald eagle, American pcregrine fal- 
con, red cockaded woodpecker, gopher 
tortoise, and Gulf sturgeon, These an- 
imals have been in the news more than 
the other animals on the list. 

Of the most commonly known, the 
bald eagle and the gopher lortoise are the 
ynty ones on the threatened list, These 
animals are endangered because of man’s 
destruction of their habitat. They are also 
endangered or threatened because man 
has killed many of the animals since 


some of the animals are such a threat to 
their livestock. 

Some laws require paying fines while 
others require spending time in jail. The 
next time you are out shooting for fun 
and you see an Alabama redbelly turtle 
or a red-cockaded woodpecker re- 
member the consequences if you get 
caught. A few minutes of excitement is 
not worth spending time in jail or paying 
a lot of money.

For many students going to college 
will involve some kind of scholarship or 
financial aid. In an effort to help Zion 
Chapel seniors, Miss Judy Owens, a rep- 
resentative from Lurleen B. Wallace Jun- 
ior College, recently came and presented 
a financial aid workshop, Miss Owens 
not only brought financial aid applica 
tions, but also talked the seniors through 
the filling out of the application step by

The application contains the basic in- 
formation; name, age, social secunty 
number, high school courses taken, and 
college plans. However, whether or not 
an individual receives financial aid is 
based mainly on parents’ income, or 1n 
the case of married applicants, on the in- 
come of the applicant and their spouse. 

An individual can be eligible to re- 
ceive more than one grant. Miss Owens 
also explained the difference between 
grants and loans. Grants are government 
funded amounts of money that do not 
have to be repaid. Loans are a different 
matter -- they have to be paid back in 
full. Some schools don't offer student 
loans; if a student needs help, the school 
will refer the student to a local bank.

Many people reach the proper mature size for the 


are planting.

shrubs, bushes, flowers and things of nance plants should not dominate 


this nature. 

Landscape is everything from 
what your driveway is made of to 
the colors the house is painted to the 
shrubs, bushes and things you put 
out. 

In other words, landscaping is the 
whole setting of the home. 

The well-designed home land- 
scape is mainly planned to meet the 
needs and desires of the family. If 
you are trying to satisfy other folks, 
that is not the correct attitude to take 
when landscaping your home. 

Landscaping is also concerned 
with establishing a good balance be- 
tween functional landscaping and 
one that looks good. The house and 
surrounding area are treated as a sin- 
gle home unit. With this in mind, 
most homes need at least three gen- 
eral areas: public access, service and 
work, and family living. 

The area of public access is usu- 
ally the front yard. It creates the set- 
ting and the overall look and feel of 
the home. Mainly, in one word, it 
should look “hospitable;” It should 
be welcoming to people who visit; it 
should offer safe access by foot or 
automobile. 

The service area accomodates 
places for garbage/trash disposal, 
clothes drying, vegetable garden, 
composter, mulch piles, dog houses, 
sand boxes, lawn mowers, storage 
facilities and any other items that 
might be potentially untidy. 

One of the biggest problems you 
face in this area is one of screening 
and yet maintaining accessibility. 
With this in mind, the service area 
can often be separated into two loca- 
tions. You can have a side area to ac- 
comodate some parts of the service 
area, Usually the back of the house 
is a good place to design so: ething 
for garbage collection, clothes dry- 
ing, etc. 

To be most functional the ou'door 
family living area should be an out- 
door extension of the dwelling. This 
would mean it should be accessible 
from inside the home, such as fron) a 
deck, patio or walkway, This ar’a 
should be sufficiently screened 
hidden to assure privacy and con 
fort. It should also take full advan 
tage of’ shade, cooling breezes and 
general overall comfort, 

The size of the outdoor living 
area is a matter of need, preference, 
and availability of space. If you live 
in town and space is limited, one 
place you might cut is in the public 
area and maybe add more space to 
your family living area. 

On the other hand, where space 
is ample and maintenance is the 
only limiting factor, there is no rea 
son to skimp on a large outdoor liv- 
ing area, This area should provide 
enough room for private relaxation 
and vigorous recreation, For exam- 
ple, you may have a private patio if 


the landscape setting. 

Keep these ideas in mind when 
developing your overall landscaping 
“attitude.” One other pointer - - 
don’t hurry landscaping. Study it, 
draw it out, think about it before 
you start. :

Goodbye Fat- 
Hello Fiber 


Most nutritionists agree that 
Americans would do well to double 
their fiber intake. Twenty-five to 30 
grams of fiber daily is recommend- 
ed. 

Think of fiber as food, not medi- 
cine. Nutritionists advise against us- 
ing powdered supplements or pills, 
because these contain very few, if 
any, nutrients. Fiber’s benefits come 
from eating a variety of plant foods. 

As a component of food, fiber is 
not absorbed by the body; therefore, 
it does not contribute calories. That 
is why high-fiber foods, such as 
whole grains, vegetables, legumes 
and fruits are included in weight- 
loss diets. The high-fiber content 
makes these diets very filling. 
Along with extra fiber, drink plenty 
of water. Aim for at least eight cups 
of liquid a day. 

Eat an assortment of fibrous 
foods, not just bran. Variety ensures 
that you get enough soluble and in- 
soluble fiber. It also allows you to 
take advantage of all the different 
nutrients fibrous foods contain. The 
idea is to eat fruits, vegetables, le- 
gumes and whole grains instead of 
your usual high-fat foods. 

Add fiber to your diet gradually. 
Bacteria in the colon ferment fiber, 
and you have to give them a chance 
to get ready. 

Nutritionists recommend taking 
up to six weeks to bring your intake 
of fiber to a healthy level. For exam- 
yle, have a banana and a small bowl 
if bran cereal at breakfast instead of 

icon and eggs. At dinner, gradual- 
increase the brown rice, vegeta-

Select and test garden site 


By now, hopefully, our crop of 
1998 beginning gardeners has decid- 
ed on that exact spot where their 
new spring gardens will be planted. 
For a garden that you'll be proud of, 
| hope you have picked a small plot 
f ground that is well-drained; then 
it will not turn into a quagmire when 
the first big rains come and there’s 


a ee ccd only freshly tilled soil 


If you have lived at your present 
location for some time, you know 
what areas to avoid and which 
would make the best garden site, 

And speaking of rains, we have 
had our share lately here in Coffee 
County. But, later on there will be 
some really dry days, so I hope you 
are putting your new garden in a 
loction where you can easily reach it 
with a garden hose. You should al- 
ready have in mind what size the 
garden will be this first year. 

I recently visited with retired 
Army Master Sgt. and former Enter- 
prise ROTC instructor, John Du- 
haime of the Bethany Community. 
He is an expert vegetable gardener 
with impeccable credentials for giv- 
ing sound advice to other green 
thumb wannabees. 

Duhaime offered a few simple 
tips to our 1998 beginners - tips that 
are also good for those who aren’t 
beginners, 

“Start small,” he emphasized. 
“People get excited about their new 
garden, then when the weeds begin 
to need attention, the hard work and 
drudgery set it. Make your garden 
fun and keep out the drudgery.” 

Next, Duhaime suggested that 
new gardeners visit the Coffee 
County Extension Office and pick 
up pamphlets and circulars which 
contain information about home gar- 
dening in Alabama. From these pub- 
lications you can get the lowdown 
on what varieties are best to plant 
here in southeast Alabama, suggest- 
ed planting dates, and spacing in the 
garden. 

“And while you’re at it,” Du- 
haime added, “pick up a soil sample 
test kit and use it.” 

More tips from him another day 
when we visit his prized strawberry 
patch, 

***There is an old joke I heard 
30 years ago when I put in my first 
garden here. It seems that a new gar- 
dener, after hearing so many good 
things about Alabama’s climate and 
soil, planted a chicken egg. When it 
didn’t come up, he complained to 
the county agent who asked if he 
had taken a soil sample. 

When the frustrated gardener said 
he hadn’t, the agent explained, 
“Well, that’s your problem; you

can’t grow anything around here 
without getting a soil test first.” 

***Why is a soil sample so im- 
portant? Obviously, you are going to 
get some vegetables without a soil 
test. But, both quantity and quality 
may go lacking. The sample only 
costs 37.00 this year and you may be 
pleasantly surprised at the long-term 
savings in_ fertilizer along, got to 
menuion your investment in time and 
energy. 

***Besides the Extension Office, 
some feed and seed outlets in Coffee 
County also have soil sample kits 
they will give you, free of charge. 
Taking the sample only requires a 
few minutes of your time. Specific, 
easy-to-follow instructions are in the 
kit and you will get the results back 
a few days after mailing the sample 
to the Soil Testing Laboratory at Au- 
burn University. 

Take care of this small but impor- 
lant chore right away, Then get 
down to the actual soil preparation, 

There are many different ways to 
get started. I suggest you begin by 
measuring the desired outside perim- 
eter of the garden. It can be a simple 
Square, rectangle or even round. The 
shape isn’t important -- it’s what you 
do inside the perimeter that counts. 

_ Remember the “start small” prin- 
ciple. A small yard may limit you to 
a small garden, but don’t let a large 
yard tempt you into making a larger 
garden than you can take care of 
handily. 


***If you want to keep your ex- 
penses at a bare minimum, you can 
break ground with a shovel. Simply 
stick the spade into the ground, lift 
the clod up, and turn it upside down 
right in the hole, You can already 
see what a job this will become un- 
less you are starting an “ultra-small” 
garden. 

A tller might be your best bet. 
You can rent one from a local “rent- 
all” outlet, do your tilling, and return 
the machine the same day. Notice | 
didn’t say, “borrow one from your 
neighbor.” That’s up to you of 
course, but | won’t recommend a 
practice that I shun myself. Borrow- 
ing tools and equipment often leads 
to hard feelings down the road. Bet- 
ter to rent a tiller, 

There are some good tillers on the 
market for purchase. Cost ranges 
from $200 to well over $2,000, de- 
pending on make and size. But, be- 
fore you make such an investment, 
ask yourself, “am I into gardening 
for certain? For a lot of years?” 

***Soon, we will be discussing 
your garden design. Right now is a 
good time to look at a couple of seed 


catalogues. If you don’t have access 
to any, we have a listing of a few 
seed companies, with toll free num- 
bers, here at the Extension Office. I 
also encourage you to visit some lo- 
cal seed outlets; check the yellow 
pages. It’s a good practice to buy 
your seeds and plants locally when 
the retailer has the variety you want 


What's this game? 


WHAT?’S THIS GAME? 

No, this is not some new game to 
play at dinner time. It is something 
to eat - game meat. 

More and more, menus are now 
including what was once considered 
wild game meat; rattlesnake gumbo, 
gator tail, beaver empanda, kanga- 
roo yakitori, venison burgers and 
blackbuck antelope are among the 
few now appearing in restaurants. 

Why are game meats becoming 
so popular in the United States? Ac- 
cording to one survey, flavor, tradi- 
tion and romance top the list as to 
why consumers are waiting in line 
for these “newfound” delicacies. 

Consumers also perceive game 
meat as being leaner, having less 
calories, and as being raised without 
hormones and antibiotics. 

What will be the future of game 
meat? Only time will tell, but know- 
ing Americans as well as we all do, 
this “new” food will be around as 
long as it supp'’es something differ- 
ent - an advantage. 


COOKING VENISON 

Venison can be a flavorful and 
tender meat, but it will become dry, 
stringy and tough if it’s cooked too 
long with dry heat. 

Trim off as much fat as you can. 
Venison fat is tallow-like and sticks 
to the roof of your mouth unless pip- 
ing hot. 

Use a marinade to tenderize veni- 
son. Buttermilk tenderizes and 
draws out some of the wild taste. 
Wines, vinegars and spices will ten- 
derize and add flavor to the meat. 
Marinate older animals at least 24 
hours, younger animals only a few 
hours. 

Venison should have 15 to 20 
percent beef fat added when it is

ground. Without the added fat, the 
meat will be dry and difficult to 
cook. You can also make ground 
venison more interesting by adding 
one part sausage to one to three 
parts venison. 

Cook young, tender roast, chops 
and steak just as you would tender 
beef. When using dry heat, protect 
the meat from drying out by basting. 


VENISON CHILI 


2-3 lbs. cooked venison, cubed or 
ground 

2 Tbsp. oil or fat 

1 cup meat stock or water 

2-1/5 tsps. salt 

3/4 tsp. chili powder 

Pinch of basil 

Pinch of oregano 

1 Tbsp. Tarragon vinegar 

1 small can mushrooms 

1/4 small can pimento peppers 

3 onions, chopped 

1 - 2 Tbsp. flour 

1 32-0z. can red kidney beans 


Brown meat in hot oil. Add all 
other ingredients except flour and 
beans. Simmer one hour. Thicken 
with flour. More water may be add- 
ed if needed. Add kidney beans. 
Cook 30 minutes more to blend fla- 
vors. This recipe is excellent for left- 
over roast or steaks.

These terms may help evaluate 
special keepsakes. 

Heirloom - A picce of personal 
property owned by a family for sev- 
eral generations. It may have special 
monetary value or sentimental value. 

Collectible - Any object that is 
collected other than traditionally col- 
lectible items such as art, coins, 
stamps and antiques. Collectibles are 
usually products of the Machine Age 
and curiosities of the past. 

Normally the object can no long- 
er be purchased new. These are the 
more recent “old things” and may be 
future antiques, 

Antique - Generally, something 
at least 100 years old, made prior to 
the Industrial Revolution (1830) and 
mass production, that has handmade 
quality, with one-of-a-kind charac- 
teristics, and/or with some historical 
or cultural value. 

Experts disagree about the true 
definition of an antique. The com- 
monly accepted definition is 100 
years old. Purists use the year 1830 
in defining antiques, as this was the 
year determined by the government 
for taxation of imported antiques.

FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 
IMPORTANT HOME 
SAFETY TOOL 

Fires are a real threat to people 
and their homes; fire extinguishers 
can help you prevent small fires 
from tuming into a disaster. Every 
home necds at least one fire extin- 
guisher, and most would benefit 
from having several placed strategi- 
cally throughout the house. 

If you have a single fire extin- 
guisher, mount it on a bracket in an 
easy-to-reach location in the kitchen, 
where many small fires start in the 
home. If you choose to put several in 
your home, good locations for these 
extra extinguishers include the gar- 
age, workshop or basement, and bed- 


rooms. They should always be locat-: 


ed near an exit. 

Selecting the fire extinguisher 
most suited to your needs is impor- 
tant. Fire extinguishers are classed 
by the fire they put out. Labels on 
extinguishers indicate the type of 
fire they will put out. Labels will in- 
clude a letter; this letter tells the 
types of fires the extinguisher is ef- 
fective against. 

Extinguishers marked with a “A” 
in a triangle work on solid fuel fires. 
Those marked with a “B" in a square 
are good for liquid fuel fires, and 
ones marked with a “C” in a circle 
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can be used to put out energized 
electrical fires 

Fire extinguishers come in a va- 
riety of sizes. Be sure to purchase 
one you can lift and use casily. 
Five- and ten-pound models are 
common for home use. 

When selecting one, consider 
buying a dry chemical extinguisher 
fated for all three types of fires. You 
will be prepared no matter what . 
type fire you face. 

Fire extinguishers vary in price. 
Higher priced models are worth the 
money -- they can be recharged by 
professionals if you have to use 
them. Also, they feature a gauge 
which indicates if the extinguisher is 
properly pressurized or needs to be 
serviced. 

Make sure you and your family 
members understand how to use the 
fire extinguishers in your home. Fa- 
miliarize yourself with the instruc- 
tions, but always read those direc- 
tions again before using one. 

If you cannot extinguish a fire 
immediately using an extinguisher, 
pet yourself and others out of the 

ouse, call the fire department and 
do not re-enter your home for any 
reason. 

If you have a fire that you were 
able to extinguish, you still may 
wish to contact the local fire depart- 
ment. They will be able to ensure 
that the fire is completely out. 
CREATING ALBERNATIVES 
TO THE TUBE 

It’s a wet, stormy day. The kids 
can’t play outside, and they are 
bored with the activities offered to 
them inside. You are tired and low 
on energy, so you are desperate for a 
solution to the “boredom problem.” 

Ah hah! Why not put them in 
front of the television? They love 
Disney movies, and it will keep 
them occupied for an hour and a 
half. 

This is an easy solution for a 
common problem, and on occasion it 

is a great idea, but when boredom 
becomes a regular problem, the tele- 
vision might not be the best solution. 
Instead of putting the kids in front of 
the tube, why not MAKE a TV? 


To do this, all that is needed is a 
large cardboard box, a pair of seis 
sors, a few kids, and some creativity. 

Cut a square in the box as an 
opening for the screen. Knobs and 
buttons can be added with crayons, 
markers, paper, or other odds and 
ends. The kids can play inside and 
create their own movie, sitcom, or 
newscast. 

This is just one of many alterna- 
tives to television described in 365 
TV-Free Activities You Can Do With 
Your Child, by Steve and Ruth Ben- 
nett (Adams, 1991), 

Bennett suggests assembling a 
“First Aid Kit for Boredom.” Start 
collecting such items as old milk 
jugs, egg cartons, toilet paper rolls, 
paper towel rolls, newspapers, foil, 
detergent boxes, large cardboard 
boxes, brown bags, paper plates, 
thread spools, pipe cleaners, etc. 

Now that you have all this 
“stuff,” what can you do with it? 
Well, ask your kids. Their creations 
will amaze you! 

To help children get started, here 
are some ideas: 

*Make puppets out of paper bags 
or socks 

*Punch holes in paper plates and 
use yarn to thread designs on them 

*Use large boxes to make a play 
house, play store or play theater 

*Make necklaces out of macaroni 
or cereal 

¢Make bird feeders out of peanut- 
butter and bird-seed-coated pine 
cones. 

Alternatives for older children in- 
clude playing the Name Game. This 
activity involves looking at the let- 
ters in a child’s name (or any other 
word) and seeing what other words 
can be made. Also, older children 
could prepare a puppet show or a 
play to be performed for the younger 
ones. 


So, the next time the weather is 
uncooperative or the children say, 
“What can we do now?”, you have 
countless answers. Bring out the 
“First Aid Kit for Boredom” instead 
of the TV, and help them get crea- 
tive.

Commission approves electronic voting

The Coffee County Commission 
stretched Monday's meeting into just 
under one and a half hours in length. 

Belore getting into new business, 
the commission approved two bids 
and approved a resolution to the U.S. 
Justice Department. 

Commissioners accepted the lone 
bid on electronic voting machines 
from a Birmingham firm. The bid 
was on the rental of the machines. 

The company’s (Election Systems 
and Software Inc.) bid was $70 per 
machine per election. An estimated 
34 machines will be needed to con- 
duct an election in the county. 

In connection with the “rental” of 
the electronic voting machines, the 
commission drafted a resolution, at 
the suggestion of the county’s attor- 
ney, to the Justice Department re- 
questing permission to use the new 
voting machines in the upcoming 
election. ‘ 

The commission accepted the low 
bid of $6,367.00 from Gulf Atlantic 
Culvert, Inc. on steel pipe for the 
county highway department. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, Charles Webb, director of Cof- 
fee County’s Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, requested that 
commissioners review a proposed 
mutual aid contract with neighboring 
counties in Southeast Alabama. 

Webb told commissioners that the 
agreement is patterned after others 
now being used in other parts of the 
State. 

“This is a proposal wherein when 
a disaster occurs which is localized 
to one or two or three counties, to a 
small area, the neighboring counties 
will have an automatic response with 
equipment and personnel to help 
cope with that disaster,” said Webb. 

He asked that the commissioners 
review the contract and be prepared 
to make comments and/or changes to 
the document and approve it if they 
so desire to do so. 

Webb told commissioners that 
representatives from the southeast- 
ern counties will be meeting in 
Montgomery on February 26 to dis- 
cuss the contract. He noted that he 
would like to attend this meeting 
with the approval of the contract in 
hand. 

The next commission meeting is 
on Monday, February 23, at 6:30 
p.m. 

The administrator of Coffee 
County’s Health Department, Ken- 
neth Ball, appeared before the com- 
mission bearing some bad news and 
a proposal. 

_Ball told members of the commis- 
sion that as a result of the 1996 Fed- 
eral Balanced Budget Act, his de- 
partment has had to lay off 33 
employees. 

He noted that a loss of $1.2 mil- 
lion in revenue had forced the cut- 
backs. The home health care pro-

gram was the hardest hit by these 
forced measures. 

“Health department and home 
health agencies across the United 
States have been adversely affected, 
but not only the agencies that pro- 
vide service, also the citizens out 
there that receive the service,” said 
Ball. 

Ball estimated that 245 patients 
have been affected by changes in 
qualification for persons receiving 
home health care. He noted that ven- 
ipuncture no longer qualified as a 
provided skill service. 

The general operations of the lo- 
cal health department have suffered 
a loss of approximately $145,000 
due to budget cutbacks. 

The administrator presented a 
proposed bill which, if passed, 
would allow the local agency to re- 
coup some of its losses. The bill al- 
lows the health department to charge 
fees for administering immuniza- 
tions. 

Ball told commissioners that Cof- 
fee County is the only county in the 
area that does not charge fees for 
these services. 

He recommended that a $5 fee be 
charged for each immunization with 
a maximum $20 charge for any one 
family. Ball explained that the fees 
would be on a sliding scale based on 
the federal poverty guidelines. 

A minimum fee is set by the State 
Department of Public Health; how- 
ever, the rates can be increased at the 
local level if they are approved by 
the county board of health. 

Ball noted that no one can be de- 
nied health service if they lack the 
ability to pay. 

The Commission took Ball’s rec- 
ommendation under advisement and 
elected to review the bill before 
meeting with local state legislators 
to discuss what action should be tak- 
en in the establishment of local fees. 

No fee cans be charged without 
prior passage of local legislation im- 
plementing the local fees. 

Sheriff Ben Moates returned to 
the commission with a suggested 
plan on purchasing two cars for his 
department. 

After a brief discussion (question 
and answer session) and a fifteen 
minute recess, the commission unan- 
imously approved the purchase of 
two Ford Crown Victorias (police 
packages) on a two year finance plan 
with Ford Motor Credit Corporation. 

The first year’s payment will be 
$23,112.86 and a balance of 
$21,887.14 will be paid the second 
year. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
gave the commissioners a brief up- 
date on ongoing projects and asked 
that they approve the proposed pro- 
jects on the FY-99 Federal Aid Pro- 
gram. 

The three roads included in the 
program are: resurfacing of Co. Rd. 
461 from AL Hwy. 87 to AL Hwy. 


National Child 


Passenger Safety Week

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety urges Alabama families to 
support National Child Passenger 
Safety Week, February 8 through 14 
by using child safety seats and safety 
belts and encouraging good safety 
habits for younger pedestrians and 
bicyclists. 

According to Col. L. N. Hagan, 
director of Public’ Safety, “Motor 
vehicles injury is one of the leading 
killers of young children. 

“Whether as occupants in motor 
vehicles, pedestrians, or bicyclists, 
too many children are seriously in- 
jured or killed in motor vehicle 
crashes.” 

During 1996 in Alabama, 70 per- 
sons age 15 and younger were killed 
in traffic crashes. This includes 52 
motor vehicle occupants, 12 pedes- 
trians, four bicyclists, one motorcy- 
clist, and one all-terrain vehicle pas- 
senger. 

Twenty-eight of the occupant vic- 
tims were age 5 and younger; and 15 
of those age 5 and younger were not 
properly restrained. 

“Parents can help establish safe 


patterns of behavior by making sure 
that children always ride buckled up 
or in properly installed safety seats,” 
said Col. Hagan. 

He emphasized that rear-facing 
child seats should never be placed in 
the front seat of a motor vehicle 
equipped with a passenger air bag 
and that the back seat is the safest 
place for children of any age. 

Hagan encouraged teaching chil- 
dren rules for safe walking and bik- 
ing. He said adults should instruct 
children to look both ways, walk not 
run, use crosswalks when crossing 
the street, and take extra care when 
exiting school buses. 

Alabama's child restraint law re- 
quires that child passengers younger 
than age 6 be secured in an approved 
child restraint; children age 3 and 
younger must be in an approved 
child safety seat; and children ages 4 
and 5 may use a Safety seat or regu- 
lar safety belt. 

The state’s safety belt law re- 
quires that all front-seat occupants 
buckle up. 

The state’s bicycle helmet law re- 
quires that bicycle operators and pas- 
sengers younger than age 16 wear 
approved bicycle helmets.

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TWO-VEHICLE CRASH KILLS ONE, INJURES THREE...Shortly before 11:00 a.m. last Friday, a pickup 
truck collided with a car on the Brantley Highway (AL Hwy. 189N) inside the Elba city limit. The 1976 Chevrolet 
pickup being driven by John Frederick Sasser, 76, of Rt. 5, Elba, was traveling south when it was struck by an on- 
coming (northbound) 1985 Chevrolet Monte Carlo being driven by Monica Lee Ann Wheeless, 19, of 227 Morrow 
Village, Elba. Mr. Sasser was killed on impact while his wife, Peggy J. Sasser, had to be freed from the vehcile by 
emergency personnel using hydraulic jacks and cutting tools. Mr. Sasser was pronounced dead at the scene by Cof- 
fee Coroner Marvin Mcllwain.

State officials have estimated 
the cost of replacing Ballard 
Bridge across Pea River on AL 
Hwy. 14 could cost $10 mil-
